on the reporting of a joiot nsso- 
lutlon proposing a Constitutional 
amendment, giving Congress 
power not only to define trusts 
but to regulate, control sod pro¬ 
hibit or dissolve them. Tbe Re¬ 
publicans voted solidly for tbe 
resolution and tbe Democrats 
solidly against it. It was favor¬ 
ably reported to tbe House, as 
was a bill to amend tbe German 
anti trust law. The Republicans 
have votes enough to pass both, 
if they wish to do so. States’ 
rights was tbe reason given by 
tbe democrats for opposing tbe 
anti-trust constitutional amend¬ 
ment. 

While the proposition to ex¬ 
tend the civilcservice rules to all 
appointments in our new poss 
essions was before tbe Senate, 
Senator Hale took occasion to 
call attention to the fact that tbe 
history of colonial possessions 
from the days of ibe Romans to 
the present time, wt^ a history 
of robbery, peculation, extrava¬ 
gance, wrong doing in high 
quarters, and oorraption broad 
sod large. Some of tbe Admin¬ 
istration Senators thought, alt- 
thongh they did not publicly 
say so. in view af tbe scandal 
over tbe recently discovered 
official peculation in Cuba that 
Mr. Hale might have found a 
more propitious time to express' 
tbe opinion that it was an im¬ 
possibility to govern colonies 
without peculation and other 
corrupt practices. Senator Hale, 
who baa never been on very 
cordial terms with tbe adminis¬ 
tration since his opposition to 
the war with Spam, merely took 
a roundabout way of expressing 
bis opposition to tbe administra¬ 
tion policy, instead of following 
tbe example of Senator Boat 
and doing so openly.

Tnte final decision hi the Ken- 
tucky governorship contest has 
at last been reached. In an 
opinion handed down on Monday 
the Supreme Court holds that it 
has no Jurisdiction in the case, 
denies the writ of error and die- 
missos the appeal Chief Jus¬ 
tice Fuller in his opinion said 
the court should be the last to 
overstep the bounds limiting its 
own jurisdiction, and that the 
determination of cases of this 
character, contests for State 
office; must necessarily be set- 
ll«d by the political branch of 
the Government Three dissent¬ 
ing opinions were delivered, two 
of which differed from the main 
decision-only in technical points 
and were the views .of Justices 
Brewer, Brown and McKenna. 
The third, which was handed 
down by Justice Harlan, dis¬ 
agreed in every particular from 
that of his colleagues, and was 
a scorching arraignment of the 
Kentucky legislature. He held 
that the action of the general as
